PROPOSAL TO INCREASE THE NUMBER OF ‘TRUSTEES 


THE CORPORATE MEMBERS of the Academy have received, along with the 
regular ballot for officers and trustee, a proposed amendment to the Acad- 
emy’s Constitution providing for the election of five additional trustees. 

The Board of Trustees at present consists of five members who are elected 
for five-year terms, together with the President and Treasurer of the Acad- 
emy who serve in an ex officio capacity, thus making a total of seven members 
of the Board. The terms of the trustees are staggered so that one is elected 
each year. 

The purpose of the proposed amendment is to increase the elected trustees 
to ten, so that, with the two ex officio members, the Board of Trustees will 
consist of twelve members. If the amendment is adopted, two trustees will 
henceforth be nominated each year instead of one. To establish the new 
number it will be necessary to elect five additional trustees at this time. In 
order to maintain the system of staggered terms, it is proposed that the new 
trustees draw lots for the one, two, three, four, and five-year terms, re- 
spectively. 

The proposal to enlarge the Board of Trustees originated with the trustees 
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themselves. It was unanimously approved by the Academy's Council, and 
was endorsed by the Corporate Members present at the meeting of Janu- 
ary 9, 1946, at which meeting a letter ballot was ordered.
